engines operated by liquid fuels. In 
1S75, he" built an engine that was 
driven by a mixture 
of "Laughing 


Gas" and kerosene. This machine 
proved a failure. 


By 1876, he reached the conclu- 


sion that th« internal 
combustion 


engine of the compression type us- 
ing liquid fuel. Mr. Selden made 
his first gasoline driven engine in 
1878, in the shop of Frederick Mi- 
chel, here. It has been one of the 
features of the 
automobile shows 


here and in many other countries.

Supt. Callahan reviewed the gen- 


eral progress of rural schools dur- 
ing the last forty years and showed 
that 
certain 
fundamental weak- 
nesses are practically 'impossible to 
eradicate under the one room, or- 
ganization. Rural conditions do not 
attract 
the 
majority 
of 
strong 


teachers. 
The work is too difficult 


and the living conditions do not ap- 
peal to many who. have been away 
for their training to city schools. 
"Until-we consolidate small schools 
and make them conform to the or- 
ganization of graded schools we 
cannot hope to have teaching equal 
to that which we expect in the cit- 
ies," said Superintendent Callahan. 
He gives consolidation as the rem- 
edy for present unfavorable school 
conditions in the country and urges 
reforms in the present law which 
makes consolidation difficult. \
